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Singer/songwriter recalls local history 


WEST BROOK FIELD 
—  Singer/songwriter Gary 
Blanchard moved to the area 
in 2006, although he had visit- 
ed the area for 15 years before 
moving here. He had heard the 
story of the Quabbin Reservoir 
many times, but it was only in 
February of this year that the 
impact the event must have 
had on the residents of the lost 
towns began to register in his 
mind. Once it did, however, he 
quickly found himself writing a 
song about it. 

“T moved 400 hundred miles 
from my home when I came 
here,’ Blanchard said. “I have 
the luxury of going back to 
see my old neighborhood and 
familiar landmarks. The resi- 
dents of the four lost towns are 
not able to do that. All of the 
places that were dear to them 
are under the water of Quab- 
bin.” Blanchard wanted to tell 
the story in a concise way that 
would help people recall the 
history and convey the impact 
on the people of Dana, En- 


field, Greenwich and 
Prescott. 

“It was the first 
time that I needed 
to do research to 
write a song. I did 
not grow up learning 
the background,” 
he said. “In my re- 
search I came across 
many great photos 
taken in the four towns; those 
photographs added to my abil- 
ity to connect with the impact 
of creating the Quabbin.” 

Blanchard recorded the 
song in mid-February and re- 
leased it in early May on his 
new CD, “Magical World.” He 
soon realized that he wanted 
to incorporate the images that 
he found in his research to help 
people to grasp the toll the 
taking of the four towns had 
on the residents. To do so, he 
turned to videographer Ryan 
Shepard to create a video of 
the song. 

“We went into his studio 
in late February to film my 





part of the vid- 
eo; we planned to 
go together in the 
next week or two 
to Quabbin to film 
more,’ he said. That 
plan, however, was 
thwarted by the 
COVID-19 Pandem- 
ic.

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Smola supports short-term borrowing bill 


BOSTON — State Rep. Todd M. 
Smola (R-Warren, Ranking Member, 
Committee on Ways & Means) voted in 
support of a short-term borrowing bill 
to address revenue reductions associated 
with the COVID-19 pandemic and the 
decision to move the state’s income tax 
filing deadline to July 15. 

House Bill 4677, An Act to facilitate 
the delay of the income tax filing dead- 
line, was enacted by the House of Rep- 
resentatives on a vote of 157-0 on May 
13, with most members voting remotely 
to comply with social distancing require- 
ments. The Senate is expected to enact 
the bill on May 14, after which it will be 
sent to Gov. Charlie Baker for his signa- 
ture. 

Smola said the short-term borrowing 
authorized by House Bill 4677 is neces- 
sary for the state to continue to maintain 
a positive cash flow and a strong bond 
rating as it deals with a significant reve- 
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nue shortfall in fiscal 2020 projected to be 
as much as $3 billion. The bill is a redraft- 
ed version of legislation originally filed 
on March 27 by Baker. 

On April 3, Baker signed into law 
legislation moving the personal income 
tax-filing deadline from April 15 to July 
15 to coincide with Congress’ approval 
of a similar extension of the federal tax 
deadline. While April is typically the sin- 
gle largest month for tax collections, the 
extended tax-filing deadline, combined 
with the economic impacts associated 
with the ongoing COVID-19 State of 
Emergency, contributed to a 54 percent 
drop in revenues last month, with month- 
ly revenues down $2.3 billion compared 
to April of 2019 and nearly $2.2 billion 
short of estimates. 

Smola said, unlike the federal gov- 
ernment, the state must balance its bud- 
get each fiscal year and cannot engage 
in deficit spending. By using short-term 


borrowing, Massachusetts can continue 
to pay its bills and meet its financial and 
legal obligations. 

House Bill 4677 authorizes the state 
treasurer to issue revenue anticipation 
notes, which will allow the state to bor- 
row against revenue expected to come in 
after the current fiscal year ends on June 
30. All interest and principal payments 
on the notes issued must be repaid from 
the General Fund by June 30, 2021. 

In addition, House Bill 4677 authoriz- 
es any income tax payments received in 
fiscal 2021 that were originally due in fis- 
cal 2020 to be recorded by the state comp- 
troller as fiscal 2020 revenues. This applies 
to all tax payments received by Aug. 31. 
The bill also allows the comptroller to 
categorize income tax refunds claimed 
but not paid until fiscal 2021 as refunds 
payable for fiscal 2020. For additional 1n- 
formation please contact Smola at Todd.

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Broccoli, 





ots of people shy away from 
growing broccoli in the gar- 
den, but it really 1s quite easy 
to produce stalks that rival those 
youd buy at the grocery store. I 
got to the task of getting my trans- 
plants in the ground this weekend. 
Hopefully by early July I will be 
freezing lots of this yummy vege- 
table. Read on to learn the ropes of 
broccoli culture. 

Planning for the broccoli har- 
vest began back 1n the winter when I ordered 
my seeds. I prefer to grow three or more vari- 
eties, each with a different maturity date, that 
way I don’t have a bumper crop all at once. 
With big heads staggered over the course of 
a few weeks, freezing won't become over- 
whelming. I also like to extend the harvest, 
so I am sure to include varieties that produce 
good side shoots. 

I sowed my seeds off heat in early April, 
and transplanted the seedlings into recycled 
six-packs by months’ end. Over the last three 
weeks I have nursed them along inside on sun- 
ny window sills and outdoors when weather 
permitted. They are at the four-inch leaf” 
stage right now, the perfect size to transplant 
into the garden. If you are purchasing your 
plants from the garden center, try to select 
seedlings that size. Sometimes when they are 
bigger, and root bound, they become stunted 
and never develop decent heads. If you chose 
them from inside a greenhouse, spend a few 
days hardening them off prior to planting 
by gradually exposing them to outdoors. If 
possible, choose a cloudy, drizzly day for in- 
stalling in the garden. Amend the soil with 
a shovel full of aged compost or manure for 
each plant along with a sprinkling of lime 
and granular organic fertilizer. I like plant- 
ing broccoli a foot apart in staggered “wide 
rows;”’ it saves space in the garden because 
fewer foot paths are needed. 

Since cutworms find broccoli seedlings es- 
pecially appealing, circle the plant’s stem at 
planting time with a barrier of thick paper 
or cardboard sunk into the soil an inch or 
two. The waxy containers that soy milk or

and are easily cut to the right size 
with a pair of scissors. Don’t put 
this job off; sometimes cutworms 
can find transplants the very first 
night! 

As the season progresses be on 
the lookout for the green cabbage 
worm; you will see the white moths 
first. A friend of mine had great 
luck capturing them with a butter- 
fly net! I usually just remove the 
few worms I find and as long as I am diligent 
this pest doesn’t pose a huge problem. 

In what seems like no time at all, heads 
will start to form. When they are the size 
of a quarter scratch in some more granu- 
lar fertilizer at the base of the plant. Make 
sure moisture 1s sufficient. Harvest when the 
main head is still tightly packed but before 
it bursts into flower. Some heads may grow 
eight inches or more, but others don’t have 
the same potential. Freeze in small portions 
after blanching with steam or boiling water 
for three minutes, chilling in an ice bath and 
air drying. 

The cross-striped cabbageworm poses a 
worse problem in my garden than any oth- 
er caterpillar, and usually appears mid-har- 
vest. It is three-quarter of an inch in length 
and has black and yellow stripes that run 
along each side of its body. Foliage can be 
riddled with holes and buds can be eaten as 
well. When mature, the larvae drop from the 
plant to the soil and pupate in a tight cocoon 
enmeshed in sand. The adult moth is yel- 
lowish brown, with a wingspan of about an 
inch. Its forewings are marked with brown 
zigzags while its paler hind wings have five or 
six spots on them. Eggs are laid in masses on 
the foliage; when the weather is warm they 
hatch in less than a week. The cross-striped 
cabbageworm as well as other caterpillars 
that attack broccoli and its relatives can be 
effectively controlled using one of the Ba- 
cillus thuringiensis (B.t.) products. B.t. is a 
microbial insecticide that produces protein

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About the “Earnings Test” and “Registering”

ear Rusty: Does tax filing sta- 
Dx matter when calculating 
how much you can earn with- 
out a reduction in your monthly So- 
cial Security payout? My wife and I 
have filed a joint income tax return for 
years. My wife is working and I’m 62 
and wondering if I start drawing Social 
Security, does the earnings limit only 
relate to what I earn, or does it include 
what my wife earns as well? Is the earn- 
ings limit tied to our IRS filing status? 
I need to know if I should file my taxes 
as a single to be sure my wife’s earnings 
are not combined with mine to affect 
my Social Security payment. Also, P’ve 
read that it’s recommended to register 
online with Social Security if you're 62. 
As I understand it, this should be done 
even if one’s not intending to start 
benefits yet. Is this true? What are the 
benefits for doing this? Does it make 
for a quicker start of payments once 
the election to start benefits is made? 
Would it help my wife should I die 
prior to starting my benefits? Signed: 
Wondering 
Dear Wondering: Income tax filing 
status doesn’t matter when it comes 
to determining if your earnings from 
work exceed Social Security “earnings 
limit.” If you collect Social Security 
before you reach your full retirement 
age (FRA), your wife’s earnings from 





working will not be counted toward 
your personal Social Security earnings 
limit. The earnings test looks only at 
your personal earnings and, if you ex- 
ceed the limit, Social Security will take 
back some of your benefits. But only 
your personal earnings — as reported 
on your W-2 or Self-Employment tax 
return — count. If you’re not working, 
then your Social Security benefits will 
not be affected by the earnings test, 
even if you file a joint return which 
has an Adjusted Gross Income (AGI) 
which is more than the annual earnings 
limit because your wife works. 

As for your second question: it is

not necessary, nor would it gain you 
any advantage, to “register” with Social 
Security before you are ready to claim 
your benefits. Indeed, Social Security 
does not even provide you with a way 
to do that. What they do provide is a 
way for you to create your own per- 
sonal “My Social Security” online ac- 
count, which gives you access to all of 
the online features provided by the So- 
cial Security Administration, including 
allowing you to apply for your benefits 
online (the fastest way to claim) when- 
ever youre ready to do that. 

Having an online Social Security 
account doesn’t provide you with any 
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benefit advantage, but it allows you to 
monitor your lifetime earnings record, 
get a replacement Social Security card 
if needed and get estimates of your cur- 
rent and future Social Security benefits 
to help you decide when to claim. You 
can create your personal “My Social 
Security” account by going to www.ssa. 
gov/myaccount. They use a “two-fac- 
tor” security process, which means 
you ll not only need to set up a pass- 
word but also a second way to confirm 
your identity (usually via a code sent to 
a text-enabled cell phone or your email 
account). But, even if you have this on- 
line account pre-established, your wife 
will still need to contact Social Security 
directly to claim her survivor benefit if 
you predeceased her. Survivor benefits 
must be applied for by the surviving 
spouse directly contacting Social Secu- 
rity.

MassWildlife continues to protect and study area wildlife 


MassWildlife recognized Endangered Species Day 
on May 15, and celebrates in conjunction with the 
30th anniversary of the Massachusetts Endangered 
Species Act. Over the years, many rare species have 
benefited from the protection afforded under MESA 
and the work of MassWildlife’s Natural Heritage and 
Endangered Species Program, including the peregrine 
falcon, bald eagle, piping plover and northern red-bel- 
lied cooter. 

For MassWildlife, every day is Endangered Species 
Day. With over 400 native plants, amphibians, reptiles, 
birds, mammals, and invertebrates on the Massachu- 
setts Endangered Species List, there is much to be 
done. This spring, MassWildlife biologists, botanists, 
and ecologists have been braving the cold and damp 
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conditions to carry out some of the conservation work 
needed to protect and restore rare wildlife, plants and 
the habitats on which their survival depends. 

A sampling of some of MassWildlife staff’s spring 
conservation activities include: 

¢ A peregrine falcon webcam went live from Gillis 
Bridge in Newburyport. MassWildlife and MassDOT 
installed a falcon nest box on this bridge last year 
and a camera was recently added before the nesting 
season. Viewers will be delighted to see a chick has 
already hatched in the nest. Peregrine falcons are 
a species of special concern in Massachusetts and 
MassWildlife biologists have been helping with their 
recovery through nest boxes, banding, and population 
monitoring. Go to Mass.gov/falcon-cams for links to 
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all Massachusetts falcon cameras. 

¢ MassWildlife’s herpetologist is continuing a spot- 
ted turtle radio tracking project with several partner 
organizations. Dozens of turtles found this spring by 
researchers have been tracked and studied for decades. 
For example, one of the turtles recaptured for this 
study was first captured as an adult and radio-tracked 
in 1993 in central Massachusetts. Researchers re- 
corded data on the turtles and fitted them with new 
radio-transmitters for the final phase of a long-term 
population study in Franklin, Hampshire and Worces- 
ter counties. 

¢ MassWildlife habitat management staff recently 
completed the first phase of a multi-year 500-acre oak 
woodlands barrens wildlife habitat restoration project 
on the Muddy Brook Wildlife Management Area and 
Conservation Easement in Hardwick in partnership 
with the New England Forestry Foundation. Positive 
results from the prescribed fire and cutting activities 
on portions of the properties include the return of 
long-absent birds like the whip-poor-will, along with 
rare native pollinators and specialized plants. 

¢ MassWildlife biologists made an important 
discovery of a previously unknown population of 
blue-spotted salamanders in Bristol County while vis- 
iting vernal pools to research salamanders and habitat 
use. 

¢ MassWildlife coordinated with citizen scientists 
to monitor the threatened Eastern spadefoot toad. 
Breeding activity was recorded at nine sites in five 
counties. 

¢ MassWildlife botanists located and verified re- 
ports of endangered plants including great rhododen- 
dron, dwarf scouring rush and Virginia spring beauty. 

¢ Eleven new populations of watch-list plant species 
including long-spurred violet, early blue cohosh, large 
toothwort, variegated scouring rush and large-flow- 
ered bellwort were recorded. Previously known bal- 
sam poplar and black maple populations were con- 
firmed and records were updated.

MassDOT announces 
wildlife monitoring 
camera images are online 


NEWBURYPORT — The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation is pleased to announce, that 
in partnership with MassWildlife, a wildlife monitor- 
ing camera has been installed on the Gillis Bridge in 
Newburyport to monitor peregrine falcons nesting on 
the Newburyport side of the bridge. The Gillis Bridge 
nesting box, built by MassWildlife, was installed by 
MassDOT in 2017. This year, a camera was installed to 
take photographs of the box every 15 minutes during 
daylight hours. Images can be viewed online: www. 
senserasystems.com/public/project/gillisbridgepere- 
grinecamera. 

Members of the public can also view the falcon box 
from the Clipper City Rail Trail under the south side 
of the bridge; binoculars are recommended. Three fal- 
con eggs were laid and it’s believed that at least one 
egg hatched earlier this week as an adult falcon was 
recorded feeding a presumed chick in the nest box. 
MassDOT will provide more updates on the falcons as 
they continue into the nesting season. 

“We are grateful for the partnership with Mass- 
Wildlife which allows us to continue to protect a rare 
species while at the same time helping to protect the 
steel on our bridges,” said Highway Administrator 
Jonathan Gulliver. “MassDOT engineers and scien- 
tists collaborate on a number of initiatives to protect 
wildlife, including nesting boxes, and these steps help 
our friends in the natural world while at the same time 
protecting our infrastructure and in some cases keep 
drivers safe, as in the case of wildlife travel tunnels un- 
der our roadways.” 

“It’s appropriate that as we mark Endangered Spe- 
cies Day we celebrate the conservation efforts to restore 
the world’s fastest bird, the peregrine falcon, and the 
partnership between MassDOT and MassWildlife,”

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Guidelines updated for safe golfing 


REGION — Golf is a healthy out- 
door activity that is viable and relatively 
low risk. It is also an outlet for people 
to exercise and seek some physical and 
mental respite from the state’s stay-at- 
home advisory, all while supporting 
economic activity and employment in 
the local golf industry. With vast ar- 
eas of open space with fresh-cut grass, 
trees, streams and ponds, a golf course 
provides the unique ability for social 
distancing in a stress-free environment. 

That said, there are guidelines that 
will be in place to protect the safety of 
our golf community, including players, 
golf course staff, and club and course 
officials. These changes cover every- 
thing from booking a tee time to de- 
parting the golf course, and all things 
between. The ultimate goal is to keep 
everyone safe while they're playing and 
to prevent the spread of COIVD-19. 

As golf season resumes, it is the re- 
sponsibility of members and employ- 
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ees at all Massachusetts golf courses 
and facilities to strictly adhere to these 
guidelines that the state’s Re-Opening 
Advisory Board has issued to ensure 
that golf remains an appropriate rec- 
reational activity. Additional measures 
may be put into place as we adapt to 
the “new normal” for the foreseeable 
future. 

“We're excited that this first step has 
been made to re-open golf,” said Jesse 
Menachem, Mass Golf’s Executive Di- 
rector/CEO. “Our work isn’t done yet. 
We will continue to work with the Gov- 
ernor’s Administration to further clar- 
ify the orders and keep our members 
informed as the situation continues to 
evolve. We will base our decisions sur- 
rounding Mass Golf events on the safe- 
ty and well-being of all of us.” 

As a reminder, we are in score post- 
ing season and the USGA has ad- 
dressed questions regarding Rules and 
Handicapping during the COVID-19 
era. Please click here for more informa- 
tion. 

We understand that this year has 
been and will continue to be different 
than others. We'll miss the celebratory 
high-fives and socializing in the club- 
house after your round concludes, but 
we will get back to that eventually. For 
now, let’s enjoy the game with hon- 
or and begin to show once again that 
Massachusetts has the most enthusias- 
tic golf community in the country. 

In order to ensure that upon reopen- 
ing that all courses will operate in a safe 
and effective manner, we have provided 
the following guidance: 

Updated guidelines for golf course: 

Security personnel can be delineated 
by each club (ex. A pro and the head 
starter) and will be present to enforce 


social distancing. There can be no other 
employees working at the recreational 
component of the golf operation. 

All staff must wear face coverings 
while on property. 

Course facilities including but not 
limited to the clubhouse, golf shop, 
restaurant, bag room and locker room 
must remain closed. 

No caddies allowed. 

No golf carts allowed, except as out- 
lined below: 

The use of a motorized cart may 
be permitted for any individual with a 
disability who is seeking a reasonable 
accommodation to ensure compliance 
with the Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA). A golfer who wants to use 
a cart should provide documentation or 
otherwise certify in writing to the golf 
course that he or she has a disability 
that requires the use of the cart. 

Any carts used must be cleaned and 
sanitized after each use. The course 
operator may not use non-essential 
employees to handle the renting and/or 
cleaning of the carts. Only security and 
groundskeeping personnel are permit- 
ted on the premises. 

Push carts may be used. Players must 
either carry their own bag or use a push 
cart. 

All golfers must maintain proper 
social distancing of at least 6 feet at all 
times. 

Groups of players are restricted to 
no more than 4 players at one time. 

Members-only clubs can allow guests 
as determined by the security personnel 
on the golf course. 

Private clubs that allow non-mem- 
bers to make reservations can do so at 
their discretion. 

Maintenance personnel are permit- 
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ted to work on the golf course. 

Tee Time Policy must be 15 minutes 
between groups. 

Golfers must stay in their car until 15 
minutes before their tee time and must 
return to their car immediately follow- 
ing play. 

Online and remote payment options 
must be utilized. 

All golfers must use their own golf 
clubs. Sharing golf clubs or rental golf 
clubs is not allowed. 

Flagsticks must remain in the hole. 
Hole liners must be raised so picking a 
ball out of the hole doesn’t occur. 

Bunker rakes must be removed, and 
ball washers must be removed or cov- 
ered. 

Practice putting green, driving range, 
and chipping areas must be closed. 

Facilities must have readily accessi- 
ble hand sanitizer. 

“The Alliance of Massachusetts 
Golf Organizations (AMGO) would 
like to thank the Re-Opening Adviso- 
ry Board for their hard work and dil- 
igence during this process to resume 
play in Massachusetts. AMGO is con- 
tinuing to work with the Governor’s 
Administration to identify and develop 
additional solutions to emerging issues 
in the golf industry and to keep them 
informed on the needs of our commu- 
nity. We understand that many golfers 
require cart usage for medical reasons 
or disabilities, which was originally part 
of our request to the Re-Opening Advi- 
sory Board on May 2. We have and will 
continue to request such adjustments 
to the guidelines as appropriate to keep 
everyone safe and to ensure the whole 
community is able to enjoy the neces- 
sary physical and mental exercise that 
we all need during this time.”

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BOSTON — The Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation is re- 
porting that the rate of fatalities on 
Massachusetts roadways doubled in 
April. Although 50 percent less traffic 
was recorded on major highways, 28 
individuals died in crashes, compared 
with the month of April 2019, when 
there were 27 deaths on roadways in 
the state. The high fatality rate last 
month, underscores the importance of 
not exceeding the posted speed limit, 
wearing a seat belt, driving sober and 
obeying the hands-free law. 

“Our traffic and safety engineers 
continuously monitor roadways across 
the commonwealth and have identi- 
fied a dangerous trend that has led to 
the doubling of the vehicular fatality 
rate in Massachusetts for the month 
of April,”’said Highway Administrator 
Jonathan Gulliver.“During the pan- 
demic, everyone in the commonwealth 
has sacrificed and used disciplined ac- 
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Drivers urged to slow down 


tions to keep themselves, their loved 
ones and our community safe. We ask 
that all residents use this same dedica- 
tion to safety and reduce their speeds 
when driving.” 

“Reduced traffic volume is no ex- 
cuse for excessive speed,” said Jeff 
Larason, director of highway safety 
for the Executive Office of Safety and 
Security. “We’re reminding everyone to 
drive responsibly, wear a seat belt, and 
watch the road for cyclists and pedes- 
trians.” 

Motor vehicle deaths occurred 
state-wide in April, including three 
deaths in a 24-hour-period on April 18 
and April 19: in Richmond, on Route 
41 southbound, in Hopkinton, on 
1-495 southbound, and in Seekonk, on 
I-195 eastbound. The most recent road 
fatality reported to MassDOT was on 
Saturday, May 2, occurring in Ando- 
ver on I-93 near exit 42. 

The commonwealth has several in1- 


tiatives which seek to improve road 
safety, including: 

‘The Massachusetts Strategic High- 
way Safety Plan, crafted by a diverse 
cross section of government agencies, 
advocates, and other stakeholders 
which contains specific strategies, di- 
rect actions and legislative proposals 
to get Massachusetts closer towards 
zero deaths and to an interim goal of 
a 12 percent drop in five-year average 
fatalities and a 21 percent drop in five- 
year average serious injuries. 

‘The 2019 Massachusetts Pedestri- 
an Transportation Plan and 2019 Mas- 
sachusetts Bicycle Transportation Plan 
seek to eliminate fatalities and serious 
injuries for pedestrians, individuals us- 
ing a wheelchair, cane or other assisted 
mobility device, and those riding bi- 
cycles while increasing the number of 
trips taken. 

‘MassDOT’s public education pro- 
gram, “Scan the Street for Wheels and 


Feet,” underscores the need for greater 
awareness on the road, citing statistics 
including, “1 in 4 deaths in motor ve- 
hicle crashes involve people walking or 
bicycling.” 

MassDOT has been pleased to work 
collaboratively on this public safety 
initiative with the Massachusetts Ex- 
ecutive Office of Public Safety and Se- 
curity, the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health, Boston Vision Zero, 
WalkBoston, MassBike, and the Safe 
Roads Alliance. 

In addition, in January 2019, the 
Baker-Polito Administration filed sev- 
eral proposed safety bills, including 
the hands-free law which became law 
in February 2020, with fines for viola- 
tions taking effect April 1.

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said MassWildlife Director Mark Tisa. 
“This is a wonderful example of how the 
two agencies work together to achieve 
goals for both rare species conservation 
goals and transportation infrastructure 
planning and maintenance needs.” 

In addition to the Gillis Bridge in 
Newburyport, MassDOT and Mass- 
Wildlife monitor nine other falcon 
nesting box locations statewide: Braga 
Bridge in Fall River, the Tobin Bridge 


in Chelsea, the Massachusetts Turn- 
pike Bridge over the Connecticut River 
in Chicopee, Calvin Coolidge Bridge in 
Northampton, the French King Bridge 
in Erving and Gill, Chelsea Street Bridge 
in Chelsea, Muller Bridge in Holyoke, 
Basiliere Bridge in Haverhill and the 
I-91 Deerfield River Bridge in Deerfield. 

The nest program also benefits trans- 
portation infrastructure, as it is well 
known by engineers, (and birders), that 
bridges are a favorite roosting habitat for 
pigeons. The birds’ guano accumulates 


on bridge surfaces, increasing oxidation 
rates of steel, creating rust, resulting in 
increased maintenance needs. Fortu- 
nately, peregrine falcons excel at hunting 
pigeons. State biologists and engineers 
have seen reduced pigeon populations at 
bridges with nesting falcons. Nest boxes 
protect vulnerable eggs and chicks from 
the elements and MassWildlife biolo- 
gists have observed an increase in falcon 
chick numbers occupying the bridge 
nest boxes. 
Thanks to 


conservation efforts 


around the country, the peregrine falcon 
was removed from the federal Endan- 
gered Species Act list in 1999. In 2019, 
the state-endangered species status was 
downgraded from Threatened to Spe- 
cial Concern. Massachusetts 1s current- 
ly home to nearly 50 breeding pairs of 
falcons.

SOUTHBRIDGE -— As of Monday, 
May 18, patients who arrive in a car to 
the Emergency Department at Har- 
rington Hospital in Southbridge will 
be directed through a new “curbside 
triage’ process.

Once there, staff will 
come to the car to conduct the initial 
check-in and patient registration pro- 
cess, and a nurse will conduct an initial

“We believe this will help to ease 
fears about coming into the ED, as it 
virtually eliminates any risk of com- 
ing into contact with COVID-19 while 
awaiting care with other patients in the 
ED waiting area,” said Ed Moore, pres- 
ident & CEO at Harrington HealthCare 
System. 

“We want to remind and urge people 
not to put themselves or their loved ones 
at risk needlessly,” Moore said. “We 


hope that the measures we're taking at 
our Southbridge ED and all across our 
system will assure people that they can 
safely return to getting all the health- 
care they need, whether it’s emergency 
care or routine preventive care. Corona- 
virus 1s far from the only threat to one’s 
health, and in fact you're far more likely 
to suffer negative consequences from an 
untreated chronic condition than you 
are to contract coronavirus while receiv- 
ing the healthcare you need.”

Hardwick Food Pantry 

The Hardwick Food Pantry gets at 
least 90 percent of its food from the 
federal and state supported Worcester 
Country Food Bank in Shrewsbury. 
This is a huge warehouse that houses 
shelf stable foods like canned goods, 
pasta, cartons of milk (highly homog- 
enized milk), and sometimes fresh 
produce, butter, eggs and frozen meat. 
This food comes to pantries all over the 
US from the USDA and other agencies. 
The food is picked up by church mem- 
bers in a big carload in a big car once 
a month: about 2,500 pounds of food. 
All of the food from the Food Bank is 
free. The pantry keep a deposit of $350 
at the Food Bank simply to establish 1t- 
self as a pantry. It used to be that some 
of the food at the food bank needed to 
be purchased with church funds, but 
that hasn’t been true for years. 

The second largest supplier of food 
to the pantry is Hannaford Supermar- 
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ket, which helps pantries throughout 
Massachusetts by supplying frozen 
meat to the pantry on a weekly basis. 
Members go and pick up three to five 
crates of meat every week and it is tre- 
mendously important to the pantry’s 
clients. It’s a wonderful service and 
completely unlike any other supermar- 
ket. All of this meat is free. 

The third largest suppliers to the 
pantry are the wonderful local people, 
mostly from the Tri-Parish Communi- 
ty Church, St. Augustine Mission in 
Wheelwright and St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church in Gilbertville, and sometimes 
from schools that have food drives, es- 
pecially St. Aloysius, and sometimes 
Quabbin Regional. Brooklyn Stolgitis 
had a very successful food drive at local 
stores in the fall. Every time members 
go to the pantry there are plastic bags 
on the chairs holding kind donations. 
The Nichols from Tri-Parish use cou- 
pons to bring us a lot of food and oth- 
er goods, and Michelle Atwood from 
New Braintree does the same. 

Also, the pantry receives wonder- 
ful and sizable gifts of food from local 
businesses and farmers and gardeners 
who have large supplies of squash in 
the fall. The businesses are the Rob- 
inson Farm, which donates a lot of 
cheese, and Rose 32 that often supplies 
us with eggs, bread and pastries. As 
they closed for the virus, the Mitchells 
donated 60 dozen eggs, the Exchange 
gave us 60 cartons and Kelly Allen 
boxed them all. 

At Thanksgiving, we receive 20 large 
turkeys from the Worcester County 
Food Bank. Sometimes they also send 
cranberry sauce and stuffing. But many 


of the diets are single people and some 
have little refrigeration. This year we 
bought smaller chickens and some 
stuffing from Walmart. Next year the 
pantry hopes to buy more cranberry 
sauce and stuffing than it did this year. 

The Summer Farmer’s Market Pro- 
gram is the pantry’s most innovative 
program and the most costly. Quite a 
few years ago now, worrying about the 
diets of clients, it started to hand out 
monthly coupons to each household it 
serves. Each household receives a cou- 
pon for $20 a month to be spent on 
produce and dairy products. One of the 
wonderful things about this program is 
that it is a win-win for farmers and cli- 
ents alike. 

This rising popularity means that it 
is by far the main expense of the pan- 
try. Clients used about $3,500 worth 
of coupons last summer. The pantry 
is very, very grateful to the Tri-Parish 
for helping us raise these funds and for 
holding the donations and distributing 
the funds to the vendors. It is especial- 
ly grateful to the Stillman family for 
overseeing this program and being the 
steady suppliers to the clients. 


Open more often 

So the pantry survives and feels 
gratitude for the generosity of peo- 
ple all over town and especially the 
will and leadership and work of the 
Tri-Parish. The biggest change it has 
made in the past two years is to open 
twice a month: the first and third Fri- 
days, as opposed to just the first Friday. 
Those who work at the pantry, and in 
the spirit of the church as well, also see 
part of its mission as giving special care 
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to the needs of our most needy clients. 

It sees that people who need winter 
coats and boots, hats and gloves have 
them. These come from the Kelly fam- 
ily and Jo’s Jackets. When they have 
donations of adult-size jackets and 
boots they give them to people who 
are food pantry clients. As time goes 
by, those clients thus have jackets and 
fewer and fewer are needed. But this 
year there were some major needs at 
the Windsor Hotel and Prospect Street 
Shelter, which house about 30 people; 
all of them are the poorest and most 
vulnerable clients. At the beginning of 
the year they were asked about their 
needs, mostly it was underwear, pants, 
shirts, pajamas, sheets and pillows that 
were needed. The pantry got those at 
considerable expense, but feeling is that 
it is part of what the pantry 1s about. 

In the same vein, recently the pantry 
bought soap for each of the people at 
the Windsor and Prospect Street Shel- 
ter, who have common bathrooms and 
small kitchens. The pantry volunteers 
are tremendously worried about the 
danger of this shared space and the fact 
that most of the people in the buildings 
are not in the best of health. They were 
given hand-washing instructions with 
each bottle. For the same reason, and 
thinking of people in the apartments 
in Gilbertville, which have shared stair- 
ways and close quarters, the pantry has 
ordered 60 cloth masks. 

The pantry and the church are also 
grateful, really especially grateful to the 
volunteers who keep the pantry going 
week-to-week and month-to-month, 
including Barbara Larson, Barbara 
Page, John Horgan,
